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Key states in the Chicano and Puerto 


Rican strategies of both parties are New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, Penn- 
sylvania , Illinois, Texas and California. In 
each of these, a sizable Spanish-speaking 
minority could tip the scales one way or 
another in a close race. In 1968, a shift of 
five per cent of the Mexican-American 
vote in California, where Richard Nixon 
won, 
and of seven per cent in Texas, 


where he lost, would have reversed th,e 
outcome in those two states. 


"Name" politics figures in the strategy 


of both parties. Cesar Chavez has en- 
dorsed McGovern. The Democrats also 
count on Sargent Shriver's identification 
with the Kennedy family- still enor- 
mously popular with Chicanos and Puerto 
Ricans- to help the cause. For their parl, 
the Republicans have sent both Nixon 
daughters- who speak some Spanish— 
into the barrios, along with David 
Eisenhower and Edward Nixon, the 
President's brother. 


The GOP, with good staffing 
and 


financing, seems to have gotten off to an 
early lead, especially among Chicanos in 
Die Southwest. "They're killing us with 
their ads on KMEX (a Los Angeles TV 
station)," said one McGovern aide. "We 
could blow the Republicans out of the 
barrios," said another, "if we had three 
more months and several 
million 


dollars." 


Still, neither party is counting on solid 


support from Spanish-Americans on Nov. 
7. Chicanos and Puerto Ricans have voted 
heavily Democratic in previous elections, 
but there is enough evidence of a fall-off in 
their loyalty to make party pros nervous. 
That loyalty, though, may not be 'tran- 
sferred intact to the Republicans. In late 
September, Jose Angel Gutierrez, leader 
of Ihe Chicano "La Raza Unida" Party, 
saitl "there's no difference" between 
Nixon and McGovern. 


The defection of Spanish-Americans, 


who went 90 per cent for Hubert Hum- 
phrey in 1968, would hurt the Democrats 
more than the Republicans. In state and 
local elections, Chicano candidates could 
drain enough votes from Democratic 
candidates to produce some major upsets. 
In Texas alone, La Raza Unida is running 
157 candidates for office, from governor 
on down. 


If the political independence of the 


Spanish-Americans proves permanent, 
it would force long-term changes in the 
political strategy of both parties. At 
Republican headquarters in Washington, 
the director of Spanish-speaking affairs, 
Alex Armendaris, says the days of. 
Chicano bloc-voting are over. McGovern 
aide Luis Velasquez tends to agree. "La 
Raza doesn't belong !o anyone anymore," 
he said ruefully.
